As I look over all these days 
since that eventful day, I am more than 
ever convinced that never, except by. war, 
could you have got rid of slavery.” 

Gen. Pryor, then a lawyer of 383 from 
Virginia, had made a speech from the 
balcony of the Mills House in Charles- 
ton, just.a few days before the 12th of 
April, 1861, In which he said: “ Strike one’ 
blow and nia will secede in an hour 
by’ the Shrewsbury clock.” It was in 
compliment: for this speech that Gen. 
Beauregard bestowed upon young Pryor 
the honor of firing the first shot. 

‘It would have looked theatrical,” said 
Gen. Pryor, seated in an arm chair, his 
right hand resting on an autograph copy 
of a photograph of Gen. Lee, a photograph 
which he later complimented as the only 
picture of Lee which contained the subtle 
blend of majesty and gentlemaniiness. 
“I aid not accept Gen. Beauregard’s kind 
offer because it was not for me to ac 
cept it. 

“Let me tell you of my friend Edmund 
Ruffin, however, Ruffin had g paper of 
which he had~been editor for many years. 
It was really an agricultural paper, but 
when the war talk began he gave it a 
political tone. It was Edmund Ruffin 
who first advocated secession as distinct 
from Calhoun's doctrine of nullification. 
Virginia did not favor Ruffin’s notion 
strongly, for the convention then in 
session.at Richmond, had thrice voted on 
secession and had each time voted 


against it with an nore A majority. 
That is why Ruffin went to uth Caro- 
lina to propound his doctrine where .it 
would have more effect. 

““He came. to Charleston in early April. 
Charleston was beleagured with 3,000 or 
4,000 young Southern gentlemen at_the 
time who were all in fighting trim. With 
these boys Ruffin enlisted, donning the 
South Carolina uniform and shouldering 
a musket—this man with snow white hair 
and almost 75 years old. And he was 
present When Gen. Beauregard asked me 
to fire the first shot. I introduced him to 
the General, and told the General what 
Ruffin had done to further the cause of 
the South and persuaded him to let Ruffin 
fire that shot. ° 

“The General was persuaded. Ruffin 
fired the shot. Virginia’thereupon se- 
ceded, uniting the entire South. Ruffin 
then renewed his allegiance. to . Virginia, 
living in Amelia County, not far from 
Richmond. And it was there, when he 
heard of the surrender of Gen. Lee, that 
he blew out his brains literally, thus 
firing the last shot as well as the first. 

“T cannot forget the civil war,’’ Gen. 
Pryor went on as the dusk was growing 
deeper, “but in- generations to come 
people will think of those differences less 
and less. The words North and South are 
simply geographical expressions now and 
have no political significance whatever. 
You need not ask me why—the single 
word ‘ Union’ expresses everything.” 

* And what can you say of Lineoin?”’ 

“T can Have but one expression, seeing 
that he saved my life,” replied Gen. 
Pryor. ‘I was held a prisoner in Fort 
Lafayette, New York bor, charged 
with being a spy, a dangerous spy, 
cause I had succeeded in getting around 
Grant’s rear when in West Petersbur 
and cutting his wires—and here the o! 
veteran chuckled all Over—a terrible thing 
because it cut poor Grant off from Wash- 
ington. And when I was captured both 
Grant and Stanton refused to exchange 


me.

The Finance Fornm of the Y: M. C..A,

The 
decline in the business of home com- 
panies would have been disastrous if it 
had not. been checked, and the other 
companies would soon have’ done all 
the business. — 

In 1908 the sopnphitee of other § States 
increased ‘their business $100,407,914, ‘or 
about double the growth of the home 
companies, Last year these propor- 
tions. were almost maintained, the 
home companies increasing their busi- 
ness $34,669,000, and the other compa- 
nies $62,169,000. It is still disquieting 
to find such poaching on the preserves 
of the oldest, strongest, and best com- 
panies of the country and to find such 
diversion to compaiiies which, not be- 
ing of equal excellence, must be infe- 
rior from the standpoint of the buyer 
of insurance, however creditable to 
their promoters. It ¢annot have béen 
any intention, of the reformers to dis- 
courage insurance in home companies 
of such incontestable superiority, and 
to expel the business to seek accommo- 
dation in the companies which sprang 
up everywhere to do the business which 
forsook the New York companies. 

In order to appreciate the strength 
of this expulsive force it is necessary to 
remember that life insurance is almost 
always sold, and rarely bought. The 
buyers-of insurance seldom seek it, or 
do any. shopping for it. The.company 
which does the best soliciting gets the 
most. business, and does most good 
when it makes the most profit. Noth- 
ing was moré marked in the_reform 
laws than the limitetion of business, 
and thé limitation of the expenses of 
doing busin®es. Both influences are 
still operative. ‘Three companies with 
a total insurance of $783,000,000 in- 
creased the total about five millions. 
Practically they stood still. And it ts 
to be noted that the new business in- 
creased about as the expenses of get- 
ting the business increased. Thus the 
commissions paid by the New York 
companies were less than sixteen mill- 
ions, and the commissions paid by other 
companies were over thirty millions of 
dollars. 

‘We have passed beyond the time 
when separate companies of this State 
were losing business at the rate of ten 
to fifteep millions each, and the com- 
panies of other States were making 
similar -gains, but. the conditions are 
not yet what they should be on a com- 
parison of the relative merits of the 
companies. We are approaching per- 
haps thé time when it will be possible 
to examine the hysterical! legislation of 
@ few years ago with calmness, and 
perhaps to bring it into better accord 
with sound business principles.

THE CONDITION OF WAGE EARNERS: 

The British Board of Trade has been 
investigating the conditions of living 
for workmen in the United States, but 
Englishmen hardly know what to make 
of it. It is easy to anticipate that 
“American opinions on the report will be 
equally divided, although for different 
reasons. The substance of the report 
is contained in the summary: . 

The cost of food and rent combitied 
is 52 per cent. greater in the United 

States than in Bngland and Wales, 

but these heavier relative charges on 

working class income have been ac- 


companied with weekly wages which 
are. as 230 to 100. 


The British commentators attack the 
motives of .the report. The British 
tariff reformers, or protectionists, are 
sure that the report is a deathblow to 
free trade. The British standpatters, or 
free traders, contend that the fortunate 
American workmen are only super- 
ficially well off, ‘their real condition 
being at least as melancholy as any- 
thing the United Kingdom can show.” 
This sad‘ state of affairs results. from 
the fact that the employers save in the 
conditions of employment the money 
which they disburse in wages. It is 
/our defective factory legislation. which 
enables’ the wage’ earners who survive 
to, be} pampered and overpaid’ at. the 
expense of those who are offered @ sac- 


rifice to modern industrialism.

A BUREAU OF DOMESTIC SCIENCE. 

Representative WiLson of Illinois has 
introduced a bil! proposing that $60,000 
be expended to establish a Bureau of 
Domestic Science in the Department of 
Agriculture. This Bureau shall inves- 
tigate methods and appliances for the 
preparation of food, and gather infor- 
mation to be used in training the boys 
and girls of the schools and colleges 
in household and institutional man- 
agement. The Bureau would have 
branches fn some of the colleges wherc- 
in experimental research should be con- 
ducted. Semi-annual reports of such 
research are to be forwarded to Wash- 
ington “‘ for general ‘distribution in the 
homes of the people of the United 
States.” 

The development of scientific meth- 
ods. in the*home has come late. The 
home is, of course, the most. conserva- 
tive of human institutions; In {t may 
be found excellent survivais of the old 
patriarchal and matriarchal govern- 
ment, but the relations of master or 
mistress and servant are similar to the 
relation of master and serf in the Mid- 
die Ages. The domestic institution has, 
until lately, been proof against the in- 
troduction of labor-savying machinery. 
It retains some of the old hand occu- 
pations; inventions that displace them 
are looked at askance. But their in- 
troduction will not be denied, and the 
“general distribution in the homes of 
the people” of informing documents 
that point out new an@ better and more 
economical ways of daily living would 
do much to revolutionize the domestic 
economy of the people. There are 
many bufeaus at Washington, too 
many. But perhaps the addition of a 


Bureau of Domestic Science is needed.
